The man-made cataclysms of the 
Great War luive held the attention of 
the world) to-such an extent that: titanic 
disturbances due to blind forces of na- 
ture have been all but overlooked. Even 
now the destruction wrought by re- 
peated earthquakes in) Central Amer- 
tca—destruchion as grim smd heartbreak- 
ing as that made by steel and flames along 
the bottle line in Pratce—takes ite chief 
sentimental interest from the fact that 
the Republic of Guatemala hoe beer a 
sincere associate of the United States-in 
the Cirent War. 

The city of San Salvador, capital of 
the Republic of Salvador, was destroyed 
on June 7, 19t7; but it was rapidly re- 
loaailt, snd early in torg showed few in- 
dications: of thé terrible shaking it had 
received, On April 28, 1919, however, a 
still greater catastrophe overwhelmed the 
city, and practically all houses that had 
been restored were again leveled and 
many more deaths resulted. 

Tn December, ta17. and January. 118, 
the total destruction of Guatemala City

eccurred, the heaviest shock comme on 
January 24, 191r8 In October and No- 
vember af tor8 and as late as 1yiq in- 
tense wibrations were still being: felt. 
At the present ome the volcuno of 
lrazi, in Costa Rica, is ina state of efup- 
tion, possibly dwe to the seismic disturb 
ances farther north, 


WHERE THE MOUNTAINS OFTEN TREMBLE 


The recent catastrophes in Central 
America are bot the litest of a long list 
recdmicd since the coming of the Span- 
jards, Scarcely a city between the fron- 
ters of Mexicoand Pana but has sif- 
fered) from the dreadful instability of 
Mother Earth, Many have been de- 
stroyed and rebuilt at other sites only to 
be again destroved. The coats of arms 
and other insignia of the Central Amer- 
tean republics commonly show volcanoes, 
A certain voleanic quality seems to have 
entered into their political history. 

The circumstances: of the recent earth- 
quakes in Salvador and Oudtemali were 
stnkingly different. ‘The first was asso- 
ciated with a tremendous eruption of 
fava, hut in. coniection with the other 
there was no ertiption of any sort: only 
tremendous shakings, as though a giant 
with mountains heaped about his shoul- 
ders were struggling to free himself. 

Bath these earthquakes were probably 
caused by a slipping or faulting of the 
earth crust, althouch there are no surface

indications of this. In the case of San 
Salvador the earthquake doubtless oc- 
curred as a reqult of the eruption af the 
lava and the spectacular activity in the 
ald crater that followed it. - in

M3 he first shock at a syne Sr 
without warnmy, at 6.50 p, m., June 7, 
to17, Although this cate was felt 
thronghout adarge part of Central Amer- 
ict amd was recorded on the serolls of 
scmmorrapls in the United States, it was 
not the one that did the: most serpous 
damage in that city. It appears, how- 
ever, to have been responsible foe the 
opening of the lava vents on the side of 


the volcano opposite that on which the 


capital ts situated. 
HOW THE SIOCKS NEDAN 


The first shock was followed at inter- 
vils of ten minutes by two others which 


drove the entire population of the city 


into the streets and open squares. 

Then at 9.05 come the heave abliock 
which caused the greater part of the de- 
struction in San Salvador, An hour or 
so before this time the skv had been 
Huminated by the outportring of liquid 
stone from the new venis, and it is not 
impossible that.a slumping of the earth's 
crust under the city iteeli resulted from 
the release of pressure after a large 
quantity of lava had run off. 

At this time a pounding: sensation wn- 
der foot was ieee as well os a horizontal 
waive movement, and cracks are saul to 
have opeted ancl closed. |

Tt is capable of proof, however, that 
temperitures under the earth's crust near 
San Salvador were preatly increased.

The lava flowed out from a, series of 
tight or more vents, apparently situated 
along a fisstire running down the moun- 
tam side. ‘The area covered by the lava 
has o length of nearly seven miles, a 
meligernt OF pret erie a a an as 
age depth of perhaps thirty feet. “The 
quantity of toi stone that belched 
forth from the fiery mouths must equal 
twice the 200,000,000 cubic yards exca- 
vated from the Panama Canal. | 

The lava is mostly dead black, but some- 
times brown with a metallic luster. It 
has: @ porous, stringy appearance, with 
bubbles elimgated in the direction of the 
flow. The current structure ts very in 
teresting, and one sees petrified ripples, 
eddies, cascades, and foaming crests, 

Near the vents one finds very strange 
and beautiful forms, where lava has 
streamed) gil drippecl hke molasses and 
has then solidified before it could spread 
and lose tts stringy quality. 

Tn company with a party of diplomatic 
officials and Mr; SG. Morley, of the 
Carnegie Institution, | tale a visit to 
the lava where it had blocked the high- 
way and the rmailread, and agam higher 
up the mountain side, where it had swept 
down through coffee plantations. 

Both Mr. Morley and | went far out 
over the broken crust to. sime fuming 
vents. Tt was apparent that the laya 
anlidified quickly on the surface. and that 
the top crist was Hfted bodily on the 
living streams below, 

The flow is not lewel, bet extremely 
imregular, andl in tiany cases the slabs are 
piled up in pressure ridges. The sides 
and the advancing front did aot have 
suficient heat to fire the vegetation, anil 
even far ont in the flow there are grant 
ceiha trees argund which the tva has 
heaned itself like ice above a bridge puer. 

The vents from which the lava issued 
are not especially spectacular. For a 
long: time they were too hat to permit 4 
very close inspection, bat now they can 
be approached casily, Steam ani smoke 
rise from the vents am! especially from 
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one called the “Thunderer.” The high- 
est of the new mouths is considerably 
below the level of the bottom of the old 
triater, 

‘An early description of the volcano of 
San Salvador rims as follows: 

“The city is situated on the flank of a 
very high -vdleang, of wide circumfer- 
ence, which is now extiict, probabty le- 
cause it consumed all the materials of a 
cambustiMe nature which were in it dur- 
ing the penod of its petivity. Tt has an 
enormous crater, half a leagie broad anil 
very deep, 

"In desceiudiny into it are. found two 
terruces, or pilatiorms, similar to those 
in limekilns, From the lower terrace 
rises a emoke <0 offensive that a Span 
ard whe reached there barely escaped 
cuffocation, The tmiiuntain is covered 
from top te bottom with great cedars, 
pines, and forests of other trees.” ? 
Tn this description no mention 1 niide 
of the lake which in recent times filled 
the bottom: of the crater and on which 
a rowboat had been launched for the 
pleasure of hardy piciickers (set pape 
13}. 

A SIGHT TITAT OVERWHELMED THE SENSES 


The recent activities in the emter be- 
gan sone time after the lava had mom out 
from the side of the mountain. It 1s not 
unlikely that the earthquake opened up 
the sealed chinmey spftivieniely, to let 
water cote in contuct with the sanper- 
heated core of the mountain, anid that 
the steam then blew out the obstructions, 
At any rate. the lake, with a fountam in 
the middle, boiled furiowsly for days. 
Then a black maze of-cinders and lava 
forced itself spasmedic¢ally above the 
witer. 

When the phenomenon was at its best, 
we climbed a steep road, through maize 
fielits and coffee plintutions, ta the rim 
of the crater, nearly four thousand feet. 

The thickly peopled valley rolled out 
hefore ts as we ascended, and far lelow 
wis in the distance was Lake [lopango, 
itself a great crater, and mountain ridge 
ypen mountain tidge beyond that, But 
the sight in front, from the rim of the 
crater, overwhelmed the senses:

This cinder-covered peak. nearly five 


thomsand feet high, has built itself up 


from what was level plain at the base of 
Santon Aca voleine in 1770. 

During its lone periods of activity 
Tzales throws up clouds of amolte. anil 
éteam om great puffs, lit fret below by 
the fame in the crater. These ‘clouds 
rise high above the volcano and scarcely 
dissolve before others take their plice- 
From this flishing effect, which can he 
seen fur at sea, the volcano is known 
along the coast a5 the lighthouse of Cen-

John &. Stephens, in his. inimitable 
journals, descnbes a view of Ne activi

“We came out siddenly upon at apen 
front. higher than the top of the vol- 
cano, cotnmanding a view of the interior 
of the crater, and so near it that we saw 
the Lares stones as they seperated in the 
air amd fell pattermng around the sices 
of the voleano, In a few tinntes our 
elethes were white with ashes, which fell 
around 18 with a noise Hike the sprink- 
ling of mun. 


ERUPTIONS AT REGCLAR INTERVALS

THE CHEMISTMAS EARTHQUAKE IN 
CUATEMALA 


The series of earthquakes colmimating 
inthe heavy shocks that destroyed Guate- 
mila City hegan on November e7, 1017, 
with a'sheek centerme in the region of 
Lake Amatitlamn, A large part of the 
town of Amatitlan was then thrown 
down. From this date on the trembling 
of the earth wns. comtiniiaus, from tin to 
thirty ight quakes being recorded every 
day. Naturnily the populace became 
more or less hoatlened to them, but there 
was mich tinensiness concertriing the ont- 
come. | 

The first disastrous earthyike fell on 
Christmas night, at about 1920, Tt «id 
considerable damage and served as a 
strong warning, which doubtless saved 
many lives, for at 11.23 came an ox- 
tremely heavy shock, which brought 
down many howses and killed, perhaps, 
fifty persons. — 7 a 

All night, with a full moon tn the un 
troubled sky, the populace huddled in 
wirks while the earth trembled. 
~ © December 2p, in the afternocm. a 
heavy wibratiin again ran through the 
shaken city, amd more walls fell At 
ta,4o p. ma, on January 4. a Inne and 
heavy shock bronght dawn the towers of 
the cathedral and many other londmarks, 
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While on January 24 came the fourth and 
heaviest earthquake, sufficient fo oroin 
nearly every citifice.

1 was fortunate 
enough to arrive in Guatemala City abovay 
twenty minutes before the enrthyuake of 
January 24, 1918 As line been said, 
three other heavy shocks had already left 
their murk apon the city. AD the hotels 
were romed iid temporary shelter hail 
to be sought in shacks set wp in open 
squares. | secttred a hed at the new 
Howl Roma, which was constricted of 
doors taken trom the olf hotel of this 
mine anil erected in the oll carriage 
yard in front ef the railreased statiorr. 

The sun had scarcely set and a full 
moon was rising inan tnhlemimhed sky. 
For sme there was not on this occasion 
any premanitian, although at other times 
I have sensed the coming vibration for 
a brief moment, as one senses a committe 
storm “The dishes on the table lbeean to 
rattle and dince and the walls and tin 
roof to creak and sway, 

We crowded through, the doors inte 
the apen street, stumbling and falling. 
From near and! far come the roar of fall- 
ing walls. The yellow dist arose. ob- 
schiing the moon. Then the trembling 
died away and ceased; but the clist pull 
lay over the stricken city. 

These Jase shocks apparently centered 
under Guatemala City, with a radius of 
destruction measuring thirty miles, Fear 
was felt lest the earth should give way 
before the fearful convilsions and 7 
volcano form in the city itself. 

The deep cuts of the railroad runnin 

to Puerto Barrios were filled in, time and 
agmin, and only through wetiring laher 
was the line kept open for long enough 
periods to rush in supplies, 
Not only were houses rine, but water 
mains were broken and the people ex- 
posed to the dangers of using water 
which had ooved up in the streets, In 
the cemeteries the sieloteue were shaken 
out of the bunal cists and many remains 
were afterwards cremated. The loss of 
tfe m suatemala City probably. did mot 
exceed two hinedred. 

Only a few broken walle remain to 
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mark the site of Guatemala’s first capital, 
now known as Cindad Vieja. The site 
was selected by the compueror, Peilro de 
Alvida, in St. Jans Day, 1524. and 
the actoal building wis commbiced three 
vears later by Jorge de Alvarado. ‘The 
ofhenil thle of the city was “St James 
of the Gentlemen of (aatemalsa”” The 
arm granted ly Charles V in 15342 were

fire, andl surminunted by the Apostle St. 
James, tn horseback, armed and bran-

There is some doubt whether the de- 
struction sof Ciudad Vieja should the 
wacnhed) to an earthquake, te a elotnd- 
burst, or te the two combined, bur it 
seems hardly likely that: it can properly 
he ascribed! jie an actual eruption of the 
Volesn de Agua. 

The emiter of this volcano 1s a PTARSY 
hasin, containing a few pine trees, al the 
very stint of an almost perfect yol- 
caine cone, and there are no signs that 
a lake ever exteted init, The account 
given by Juarros.of the destriction of 
Cindudl Viera on September 11, 1rs4t, 
Tuns as fallow: ) 

“Tt had rammed incessantly ged with 
erent! violence on the preceding daya, 
particularly on the night of the roth, 
when the water descended more tike the 
water of aecatiriet than tain. “The fury 
of the wind, the incessant, appalling 
hghtning and dreadful thunder were in- 
deseribable. The general terror was in- 
creased by eruptions from the voleano to 
such a degree that in the combination of 
horrors the inhabitants imagined the final 
destruction of the world was at hand. 

“At 2 o'clock on the moming of the 
1tth the vibrations of the earth were oo 
violent that the people were unable to 
stand; the shocks were accompanied by a 
terible sibteramecan noe whieh spread 
untversal dismay.

the bay can be caught by the camer, 
The painter has little advantage over a 
nachine which reproduces the sculptured 
forms exactly, wherens the colors and 
curious qiatity of the atmosphere pre ho-

~ Many lovers of Ttaly feel that a cout- 
try like Tuscany, with its antter color- 
ings and oentler contours, Ss more rest- 
ful and somehow mote wholesome to 
live with, and that the Neapolitan 
scenery is ton much like theater ¢ur- 
tains come to life.

The reasonableness of the Capri “wire- 
ese" station theory tempts one to specn- 
late as to how much signaling was done 
and how itwas dene. It will be retiem- 
bered that Tiberius, the unpopular: sne-

Possibly the Publica acta (Senate 
Journal) and the Diserna. acta (author- 
ized news) were sent to Capri by signal 
mstend of by meseenper. We can: con- 
ceive that such a system, organized most 
likely under Augustus, must hive oper- 
ited very smoothly after some years of 
experience and practice. I hazard the 
theniry of mirrors becasse of its simplic- 
ity and convincing character. Signaling 
by bencon seems too primitive for the 
wonderful civilization of the Empire. 
OF course, at night-time beacon fires 
would have to be employed; mitror sig- 
naling was a fair-weather method, 

It is not entirely clear how the Roman 
hghthotses were managed. Li the early 
representations on colns and reliefs do 
not wishead tw, we may hnagitie a squat 
tower on a headland, perhaps 100 feet 
high and perhaps twelve feet squire on 
top, with fire blazing all over the top 
platform, How long would the resinous 
wood tire Last ?

AM) slong the names given to special 
spate are very picturesque. ‘The whole 
rd ts called “The Broad Way te 
Heaven,” An especially large projecting 
houlder tins its title cat deep in it, “The 
Pillar, Supporting the Left Side of 
Heaven.” 

At one place, where the ricuntain 
stream hias-smoothed a bread. (lat rock, 
are cut large characters, expressing 
pravers of the devoted. At another 
tlace, where the strean plunges over o 
high wall of rock, the lateer bears the 
quotation from the classics, “A running 
brook. is clear in itech.” . 

Por some distance the mountain slopes 
on each side of the paved way are fairly 
covered with trees, cypressea mostly u 
to 3.000 feet, celars above that level, 
The upper part of the ascent is very 
steep atid ‘hegins at an arch called the 
“Stopping Horse Arch” jid miqints post 
the “Upper Gate of Aeaven” to the bust 
eighteen Hights. along the «ides of which 
heavy tron chamsoare hung for the use 
of pilgrims who reach jhis stage ex- 
hatisted from ther prewteis tos. 

On the sides of the puleliy appear ti 
scriptions. directing the pilgrims to 
“Enter gradually the Better Mace” and 
“Cautiodsly 7 Vai the Region oof 
Beauty,” At the very top 1 the mescrip- 
tion, “Ten thoysatul generations ardor- 
ing, 

AY Tite Tor oF Tite MOUNTAIN 


These eighteen fights end in a massive 
portal which gives entrance to the court 
“af the middle teimple wroup. We note 
the highly ornamented reall of the cen- 
tral pavilion, the huge bronge rn for the 
humming of written prayers; wid the tall 
hronze tablet comimenorating the visit of 
the. Enipgror Wari-lt, 

Resides the chief-shrine to the [add 
hitt “Nurse ot Mother of Heaven,” there 
are twelother teniple tropes at the <tum- 
mit, one to Confirms, containing a rep 
hia of the large imuge of the Sage which 
we shall seem the temple at Kiifu, where 
he was bor, while on the very topmost 
knoll i ene to the ‘Taoiet “Emperor of 
the Sky," VYu-Huanyg.

That tev snw the 4ea, ae clined, is net 
wutkely, for from an elevation of 5.100 
fect the horeen is some 85 miles 1 Tar 
divs, and the sea even now i¢ only too 
miles away, but the strain on our cre- 
duality comes when we are tol] that Yentau 
spied what le took to be a white silk eur 
tain and something blae in frant af i by 
the gates of Soochow, “No,” said Com 
fucius, “that is a white horse, anil the 
thing that looks blue in the distance ta 
lnindle of beans” “So great.” adds the 
commentator, “was the holy perspiecutty 
of the Sage.” | 

Great, indeed! for Soochow is a full 
yoo miles away ita straight line. 


STONES THAT ACT AS TALTSSLANS. 


In all the cities send villages of Shan- 
timg, and even in adjacent provinces, 
stones from. Tat Shan are mich tn de- 
nnd as talismans: lt is believed to be 
unlucky for a hose to he so built as to 
face a turning or a crossroad. To ward 
vit ewil spirits, stones from Tay Shan are 
meaerted im the wall of the hose am situ- 
nted, with the inseription, “A-steme fram 
Tai Shan, Who dares come this way?” 

Evidently the day of letsure which dur 
carters had enjeved while we vistted the 
Holy Motntain fad epailed them, for on 
resuming our journey. they gave no end 
of trophle, wot] at last we were Forced to 
present them to a district magistrate for 
reprimand and discharge. 

“After that we proceeded on foot, with 
aconvey of carming cools, stright to 
Tsining, on the ‘Grand Canal, where 
through the magistrate we bhiretl a cart 
atid oian excellent patr of piles with on 
well-behaved driver, whio carried 4 to 
Rafa, the birth and burial place af Con- 
fucins, ond back in three davs by way int 
Yenchow.

The 
total ts widoubtedly several tens of then 
sands of preves, When a family holds 
together, for 2,300 years, it Prows Into a 
hig “oncert—about FO per cent at the 
populition in these parts. even the sol- 
iiers sent as escorts, clannmg oember- 
slip in the elain. The paurk. fs cared, for 
by 200 attendants, whose families have 
inherited this daty for many hundreds of 
VCurs. ‘ 
"From the outer entrance of the “Grove 
of the Troe Sage" an avenue of tine and 
ancient cvprestes, about 130 on a Side, 
leads to an ioner inclosute, where are 
halls for worship and mmorniments of im 
gerial visits fruim the Sung Dynnsty 
down, ‘There are some fine archways, 
and) the Inildings are aot to be despised, 
lot the rodlly strikiig feature of the 
whole place is the splendor of the anctent 
tree, 

As one passes inward the moniucents 
become more and more aucient. The as- 
pects Of ihe park are rither these of age 
thaw of negieet. Presenily we Conk: TO

WHERE CONFUCTIS ASD HIS oN SLREP 


Finally; in very nearly the center of the 
whole inclosire, we come to twe hillocks 
that cover the remains of Confers and 
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its som. In frontoof each is a simple 
atone altar and an inseribed pillar, rhe 
atte before that of the Sage binsell rend- 
ing Most Idole Ancient Teheler” 

It is said that the earth forming the 
mound covering the body af Contucnes 
has been bronght from each of the eigh- 
teen provinces of the Minpire, However 
that may be, it is-certamly true thar the 
influence af the Sage has been and still 
is felt throughenit the whole extent of the 
great conmtry ; and the prophet hintselt, 
while in these Latter rallies divs some- 
what dusty, still bears on his shoulders 
the vast commonwealth of China, whose 
Tioral liasis, with all its deficiencies, is 
surely o gtedt mecmorml to a great anid 
wonderful man. 

Besides the Confucian temple and cem- 
etery at Kaafu, there are sanctuaries im 
honor of Yenteu, the favorte disciple 
aod companion of the Sage, and in homer 
of Chow Kung, foonder of the Duchy of 
Lu. Also seventeen miles south of Aatu 
lies Tsowhsien, where Mencius, the great 
expounider of Confers, was bor (A. C. 
361), and there we find stitable temples 
in his honor and proper preservation of 
his prave, Bat space does not permit a 
more detailed telerence to these, tor an 
vomparan with the memonals of Cort- 
factusare they of any considerable value.

Various forms of money have been 
used in Shantung for 3.000 years, At 
first these coins took the f orm of # knife, 
and reproductions of this carly money 
are new weed ts: Raper knives In many 
foreign homes in China. 

Other shapes resembled axes. atl 

oades, but in the Chow dynasty, about 

B.C, round coins were introduced, 
Thee round cash, with a-square hole or 
several round ones in the face of them, 
proved tech more convenient than the 
older and more bulky coins in the shape 
of knives. and axes, 

But the old coins for some time re- 
mained the standard and the new ois 
bore inscriptions showtng that their value 
was one “knifevom” or one “axe-coin,” 
as the case might he. | 

When war sent the price of brass and 
copper soaring, thousands of tons of 
these copper and brass.coins were melted 
down, thts robbing the country cf tts 
medium of exchange, and the exportn- 
tien of cavh was forbidden. 

In China, however, the foreigner takes 
lirge liberties, ahd smelters soon sprang 
up in Tsinan and Tsingtan, to which long 
lines of creaking wheelbarrows, heavily 
ladet with coins, were pushed ty sweat- 
ing coolies

The peanuts and persimmons of Shan- 
fang are famous, and Chefoo cabbages 
are sold throughout the Far East. The 
Chinese “date.” which is truly a species 
of jujube, is produced in large quantities 
in Shantung and can be had in alteast 
any chop-suey palace in America, al- 
though whole mule loads of this drt 
fruit are carried westward to the Chintse 
epicires of Shensi and Shans.

American Samoa, Here our povern- 
ment maintains a naval station, on the 
Island of Tutiila, at Pago Pago, one of 
the finest and safest harbors in the South 
seas. : 

In these troubled tines itis well’ to re- 
member the strategic value of the naval 
station al Pago Pago, “with its magnifi- 
cent harbor and tts situation at the cross- 
roads of the Pacific trade routes from 
North America to Australia and from 
Panama and South America to the 
Orient.” 

The harbor occuptes the crater of an 
extinet volcano and is one and one-half 
miles in length and three-fourths of a 
mile wide, The etttrance to the harbor 
from the sex iS a very narrow channel. 
The steep mcnuptains, covered to. the 
highest peaks with coconut palms and 
greens, seem to embrmice the villages on 
the shores and protect them from severe 
tropical storms.
